In  addition  to  the  usual  sizes  as  listed  herein, 
we  grow  many  varieties  of  shade  and  evergreen  trees 
into  large  finished  specimens.  These  are  well 
spaced  and  carefully  grovm,  and  are  not  to  be  con¬ 
fused  with  left-over  trees  in  old  nursery  rows. 
These  involve  the  use  of  special  moving  equipment 
and  are  quoted  on  pages  77-84,  which  price  includes 
moving  and  planting  with  a  large  ball  of  earth.
